built man. says he was going home 
from down town about half past ten 
Saturday night alone. 
He stopped 


in crossing the park to light his pipe 
and while doing so was accosted by 
two men who made some remark 
about his being all In. 
He did not 


reply and the next thing he knew one 
of the n.en hit him with his list 
over the left eye. 
A second later 


something hit him on the forehead, 
a shot he thought, and he went down 
and out.

•must have laid there from half past 
ten until_ about two-thirty, when he 
•managed" to reach his home 
and 


awake his wife.

•went for Dr. Farnsworth who cared 
Tor the wounded man, and did what 
lie could to alleviate his suffering.

Alter hearing Zimmerman's state- 


ment and theory about the shot Dr.

•was hit by some heavy article which 
caused the fracture, which Is Just 
above the left eye.

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The Value of Capons and CaponizlnQ. 


\Vm. G. Unltt. In an address to 


Nebraska poultry raisers, said: 
A 


Capon bears the same relation to a 
cockeral that a steer docs to a bull; 
It Is a castrated rooster. But a capon 
Is more quiet, lays on much flesh and 
fat and remains tender for months. 
They will weigh from CO to 75 per cent 
more than a rooster of tho same age 
and In many Eastern markets will 
bring from 20 to 30c per pound. The 
comb and wattles do not grow after 
the* operation If done before they be- 
como very prominent, but In some 
cases It Is the practice to cut them off. 
The feathers of -the neck and saddle 
grow very long and glossy. A capon 
does not care for tho bens, nor crow, 
nor fight, but will make tho finest of 
mothers for chickens. If In tho opera- 
tion you do not succeed In removing 
all ot the testicle, It will In course of 
time develop Into a very large size. 
and will be found to contain water. 
Such a bird la known as a slip. F. 
L. Wnshburn. in tho Oregon Bulletin, 
No. 31, says: "A slip gains llesh and 
fat and better llesh than a rooster. 
But In three or four months 'after tho 
operation, the comb and wattles grow, 
the bird develops n crow and chases 
the hens worse than a cockerel. Ami 
I would advise a person to kill such 
birds If he has any, as they are a 
great bother upon a 
poultry farm. 


In some cases they bring as much 
money as a capon of the same weight. 
But If a person Is careful In doing 
the operation there will be no slips 
to put upon the marltet. It has been 
asked by several, Is tho operation 
cruel? It Is no more cruel than per- 
forming the samo kind of an opera- 
tion upon pigs, colts, and calves. It 
does not take long to perform tho 
operation and the bird will begin to 
cat directly after being released from 
the canonizing board. 
I would advlso 


,a person to operate upon a few dead 
ones first so as to become familiar 
•with tho appearance and position cf 
the testicles. A person can use any 
of the large breeds and secure some 
very nice capons. The birds that you 
•wish to caponlzc should bo fasted 21- 
to 36 hours before the operation. And 
should be fed very light tho first day 
or two after tho operation.

Those holding that paper ask payment 
or renewal at higher rates. Many of 
these feeders have net confidence In 
(he markets justifying them In hold- 
Ing and feeding to ripeness, so they , 
Bend them In. 
Others who have been j 


feeding soft, chafty corn have not had 
the gain they looked for. Their corn 
has not held out ns they expci-tod. 
They do not feel safe In buying and 
feeding on the present probpecis. So 
they send the cattle In. Still there 
arc others who would like to continue 
to feed hut they see the efforts put 
forth against the meat combine, the 
object of which Is to lower the price 
of meat to the consumer. They see 
nothing from this but the lowering of 
the market 
to 
the producer. They 


know that to sell now will Incur a 
loss, but they feel satisfied that to 
continue! to feed with n lowering mar- 
ket would be to face a greater loss 
still. BO they, too. send their stuff to 
market in the shape It may now be in. 
So we have increased demand for 
money, higher rates of Interest, dis- 
appointment In the feeding value of 
noU. chaffy corn and lack of confi- 
dence in tho markets fo- a few months 
hence. 
Hut there Is another ela^s of 


feeders who reason differently. 
They 


see, or think they see. fewer tattle 
on feed than usual, and these being 
rapidly becoming fewer. The wholn 
continent of Australia, which has In 
tho past furnished a large supply at 
meat to the European market, is now 
short on home supply, leaving the 
market they formerly filled to be sup- 
plied from somewhere else. Never In 
the history of this country has -the 
working class been so generally em- 
ployed and at so good 
wages. 
The 


ability of the laboring class to live 
well was never greater. This should 
make an Increased consumption of 
meats as well as the other foodstuffs 
and also a demand for clothing. The 
home demand that should have the 
most effect on our markets should lie 
the very best. And those of us who 
hold, these opinions are 
satisfied to 


hold our cattle and feed to a finish, 
and all we ask for Is that we get a talr 
deal, an honest market under the con 
(Htlons as they exist, and feel satisfied 
we will not then nave labored 
for

In 


nature small seeds. Insects and grass 
furnish food for chickens. These are 
most abundant In the spring and sum- 
mer months, and 11 Is at this time that 
the chickens thrive. 
To secure the 


best results foods simulating both the 
composition and the mechanical char- 
acter of these should be supplied. For 
Instance, In the summer 'he tips of 
grasses are young and tender nod 
easily broken by tho chickens. 
For 


green stuff to be easily assimilable 
some plant should be supplied which 
may also be easily broken. We Imv* 
found hanging a head of lettuce In th* 
brooder by a string to exactly furnish 
tho desired want, and be greedily even 
crazlly eaten by the chickens.
